They took refuge in a building but

TO AVERT STRIKE 


McKenzle King Wires President of Un- 
ited Mine Workers to Interveno in 
Crisis. 


Ottawa, March 31.—Hontl Macken- 
zie-King, minister of labor, in the hope 
of averting the threatened strike in the 
western coal mines, yesterday sent the 
following telegram to T. B. Powell, 
president of the District Union United 
Mine Workers of America, at Fernie, 
B.C. 

“Am informed there is a possibility 
of a strike taking place in consequence 
of a dispule between the operators and 
miners in southern British Columbia 
and Alberta without the said dispute 
being referred in first instance under 
the provisions of the industrial disputes 
investigation act, which applies to! 
lates: and that this course may be 
taken with knowledge and sanction of 
officers of the unions to which the min- 
ers concerned belongs. 

“As the matter has already been made 


ti ine subject of a question in parliament, 


and is likely to be further discussed at 
any moment, will you kindly telegraph 
me at your earliest convenience for the 
information of government if this re- 
port is or is not correct. Also if you 
lare prepared to do all in your power to 
|secure a compliance with the existing 
laws on part of those whom you rep- 
resent. 

“The government is prepared to do 
all in its power to secure to the miners 
of British Columbia and Alberta fair 
play and justice in the consideration of 
any of their demands, and to facilitate 
in every way posisble the means neces- 
sary to this send, and in the public 
interest, not less that the interest of 
the miners, it is hoped that those in 
positions of responsibility and authority 
jwill co-operate with the government 
in its endeavor to prevent any step be- 
ing taken which might prove of se- 
rious injury to the general public as 
well as prejudicially affect the cause of 
either of the parties. 

“T understand a mass meeting of mi- 
ners is to be held at Fernie this after- 
noon to receive the report of the dele- 
gates to the Calgary conference, and 
that there is a possiblity of this meet- 
ing declaring for a strike. Should such 
prove the case, I much hope that with 
the assurance given that everything 
possible to expedite the inquiry requir- 
ed by the act will be done, and that the 
meeting will agree to defer this step 
until it is seen if some settlement of 
‘the differences cannot yet be effected 
iby the legislation which parliament has 
enacted. with the express purpose of 
aiding in the furtherance of the indus- 
trial peace.”

VATICAN REFORMS 
ITS LITTLE ARMY 


The Swiss Quards aro to Get New 
Uniforms and Havo Rifle 
: Practice. ; 


Rome, March 31.—The reforms now 
taking place in all the European arm. 
ies have turned attention to the changes 
in the small army of the Vatican, with 
which the present Pontit’, Pius X., has 
jiuch to do, 

The forees of the Holy See were 
much reduced by the fall of the tem- 
poral power in 4870, Still as Pius IX, 
suaranteed a full stipend to all military 
and civil servants of the papacy who 
refused to pass into the ranks of the 
“nsurper,’’ a considerable number of 
flicers remained, especially those who, 
having reached high positions, could 
-carcely hope for further advancement, 

Death, however, soon made considr- 
ible vaneancies in this residue of«the 
Pontifical army, so that Leo.. NII. 
found if much reduced, During his 
jong reign almost all those who were 
thus enjoying their full rate of pay 
disappeared, so that he was enabled lo 
reduce the number of his various arm- 
ed attendants to. the requirements of 
the new situation of the Holy See. 


When Pius X. was elected to the 
Ghair of St. Peter he immediately 


showed a disposition to cut down all 
“superfluous’ ‘expenses, aiming espec- 
ially at those which had as their ob- 
ject pomp and ceremony. He began 
by suppressing the horses which were 
kept in the Vatican stables for the 
Noble Guard in view of the improba- 
bility that the Holy Father, might one 
day desire to leave his voluntary pri- 
son for a drive through’ the Eternal 
City, in which case he would have to 
be escorted by this bodyguard, which 
was originally formed by the amalga- 
mation of Paul V.'’s Lancers with a 
still ‘older cavalry regiment, 

The Holy Father had. to overcome a 
considerable omount of opposition, as, 
although it was reported that some of 
the Noble Guard were without any 
knowledge of the rudiments of horse- 
ianship, they considered the suppres- 
sion of those fat animals placidly vege- 
taling under the shadow of St. Peter's 
a diminution of their importance, It 
was remarked that Leo XIII. drove in 
the Vatican gardens and an officer of 
the Noble Guard rode beside his car- 
riage, but Pius X. cut short the diffl- 
culty by retorting that he preferred to 
waik, and with as few people about 
him as possible. So the horses were 
supressed and the number of the no- 
vlemen forming the Pope's .bodyguard 
was reduced to the minimum.

War Threatens 
’ Even Railroads 


Lowering of Tariffs by Rival Steamship 
Companies Precipitates Battlo for 
Traffic. 


San Francisco, March 34.—That the 
rate war begun a couple of days ago by 
he San Francisco & Portland Steamship 
Company against the Pagifle Navigation 
Company has precipitated a war that 
vill not only involve all of the Coast 
steamship companies, but also the rail- 
roads, and-extend from San Diego to 
Portland, is the latest and startling 
development of to-day. 

Determined to protect themselves 
and those interested in the steamships 
Yale and Harvard, Bennett & Goodall, 
who are operating the fast turbiners on 
the San Francisco-Los Angeles service, 
are already making arrangements to 
inaugurate a war of reprisal into the 
enemy's territory. § 

Though the new cut rate has not yet 
affected the business of the Pacifle Na- 
vigation/Gompany, Bennett & Goodall 
are already making the necessary ar- 
rangeiments to extend the service to 
ortland, which when installed will give 
a four-day service between the Ore- 
gon port and San Diego. Capt. James 
II. Goodall left .or the Northern city 
to-night, where upon arrival he will 
make arrangements for the docking of 
the big ships. 

When installed upon«the new ser- 
vice, ‘the rates are to be made so: low 
that the operators of :the new fast 
steamships expect to fll them to their 
capacity every trip. The through rate 
from Portland to San Diego jwill prob- 
ably not exceed $315. 

Rallroads Must Reduce. 

As the railroda rate between these 
points, exclusive of berths and meals, 
is now $37.85, it is said that in order to 
retain any considerable percentage of! 
its business the railroad will have to 
make a big reduction. 

Not only will the. new steamship line 
inaugurate an especially low rate and; 
make the through trip, including stops 
at San Pedro and this city, in about) 
sixty hours, but.if necessary many new | 
and novel features may be added to at- 
tract patronage to the service. | 

This will include the installation of a; 
floating theatre and vaudeville on the} 
hurricane decks of the big ships, and | 
in addition thereto the adding of clothes 
pressing concessions and dozens of | 
other features that may tend to make 
for the pleasure and convenience of 
those travelling on the palatial liners. | 

Though Capt. Barnett upon his ar-,; 
rival from a conference in the South 
with Capt. Goodall said that the com- 
pany would not enter upon this plan 
unless it was found necessary, he ad- 
mitted that his trip to Portland was to 
be made for the express purpose of 
making arrangements to berth the Yale 
and Harvard at that city. 

Not Seoking War. 

“The Pacifle Navigation Company is 
not seeking a rate war,"' said Bennett, 
“but if we are forced into. one there 
will be a merry time along this coast 
from San Diego on the south to Port- 
land on the north. We want to use the 
Yale and Harvard in catering to first- 
class passengers at what we consider a 
reasonable rate for the services render- 
ed, but if the San Francisco and Port- 
land. company or any other concern 
forces a rate war upon us we will ex- 
tend the service to the limit, and tx 
rates that will fll them to their ca- 
pacity. 

“As we wil have no diMlculty in run- 
ning our ships to the north during the 
summer, this will mean that the war 
will involve not only the steamship 
lines, but also the railroads, for if the 
fare is made low enough we know that 
the ships can be filled. As yet we have 
not been affected by the $2 cut.” 

The San Francisco-Portland stamer 
Beaver, which made her first sailing 
to San Pedro to-day under the new rate, 
had 425 passengers, acording to the re- 
port of the company’s ofMicials, The 
Pacific Navigation stamship Harvard 
sailed for the same destination in the 
, afternoon with 246 passengers, 

Though no statement was issued by 
the officials of the Pacifle Coast Gom- 
pany, it is expected that a big cut will 
be anounced either to-day or to-mor- 
row or Monday.

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CANNOT REPLACE 
VALUABLE RECORDS 


Damago to New York Capitol Is Now 
Estimated at Five Milllon 


Dollars. : 


\lbany, N. Y., March 34.—-Five mil- 
lion dollars- probably could repair the 
damage done by the fire in the state 
capitol yesterday, but the money can- 
not restore the historical records which 
were the pride of the state library. 
Afler examning the exterior walls with 
a transit.” State Architect Ware said 
tonight that the five massive piles of 
granite were as plumb and true as ever, 

The flames licked up the state li- 
brary, the court of claims, the assem- 
bly library, and document rooms, most 
of the offlees of the excise department 
and the quarters of the senate finance 
committee, and water and smoke took 
up the work that the flames laid down 
and the damage from this cause ex- | 
tends to every part of the building. 

The fire was still burning last night 
in the ruins beneath what was once | 
the beautiful cloud painted. state 
the library room and the water kept | 
pouring in from seven lines of hose. 

Water still dripped through the ceil- 
ing in nearly all parts of the west wing 
and casing on the stone stairs, but the 
flre was subdued and the work of re- 
pair had already begun. 

A hundred national guardsmen stood 
guard in the deserted corridors last 
night and fifty policemen patrolled the 
streets oulside to protect the disman- 
tled end of the building. 

Next to the financial loss the chief 
effect of the fire will be the inevit- 
able delap in the machinery of the 
state government. 

Although the senate chambers stands 
practically untouched and a few thou- 
sand dollars can restore the meeting 
place of the lower house, a week or 
longer may intervene before the legis- 
lative business can proceed in its ac- 
customed channels. No trace has yet 
ben found tonight of Samuel J. Ab- 
bott, the aged night watchman in the 
state library.

‘The con- 
tention is made good by an eminent 
ductor and man of scicuce, writing in 
the new monthly magazine, The Mendel 
Journal,

ity discovered years ago by Mendel is 
disclosing so many secrets of character | 
iu plants and animais that it demands a 
special Inagazine lo aid and popularize 
the study of il, The practical bearing 
of this law is shown by the fact that 
all the greal sweel-pea growers, some 
uf the best producers of new wheats, 
and some poultry keepers are working 
vn Mendel’s lunes. 

‘The second volume of the magazine 
contains the above astonishing exam- 
ple of the law as displayed in the in- 
heritance of man. Mr. Drinkwater, 
M,D., has traced the history of a fam- 
ily for seven generations from an an- 
ceslor who was remarkable for the 
abnormality known as “thumb finger- 
ness;" that is, she had two instead 
of three bones in all her fingers and 
toes, This pecularity has been  in- 
herited through the six generations 
strictly in accordance with the law. On 
the one hand the normal children have 
never produced abnormal offspring; on 
the other hand the creation of a race 
who all possessed shortened fingers 
and toes could be posilively ensured 
by selected marriages of cousins.

Brucefleid, March 34. —Though 


Brucefield is onry twelve miles north of ; 


Dashwood, the little South Huron vil- 
lage that so firmly believes the gov- 
ernment will make good the $85,000 
entrusted by them to the Farmers’ 
Bank, the feeling in the two conmmua- 
ities is as divergent as the poles. The 
little Scotch Canadian flock of 2060 
people around Brucefleld had $25,000 
or $30,000 on deposit. ‘ 

Dashwood depositors say ‘IT HAVE" 
so much in the bank. Brucefielders 
say “I've LOST” so mueh in the bank, 
The latter are Scotch and pessimistic. 
Besides, unlike the Dashwoodites, they 
had no savings in the Sovereign Bank 
and did not experience the joy of re- 
claiming their deposits when that hank 
failed. 

The Farmers Bank was their firs! 
bank. 

They say it wil be their last. 

‘After this we'll invest our own mon- 
ey,"’ said one man, “Morlgages will 


pay us better and we'll be sure of | 


them. You'd think the Bankers’ As- 
sociation would make good the de- 
posits of the Farmers Bank rather 
than have their institutions discredited 
as they are." 

Whole Village Smitten 

“The whole village was into it,” 
said Mr. William Scott, who ought to 
know, because for forty years he has 
kept a general store there and kuows 
every soul in the neighborhood. 

“They're Scotch and don't say verra 
much,’ he continued, “but the agents 
of two or three other banks that have 
been looking over the ground since the 
failure, decided there wasn't an open- 
ing for them here. 

“I's pitiful when the folk come in 
for their mail to see them so down- 
cast. If ye ask them had they aught 
in the bank, they'll just say: 

“‘Aye, a little,’ But if they stay 
long enough to thaw out, ye'll find

His Farm In the Bank 

“Well, they have my farm, or at 
Jeast the $10,000 I got for it,’ said Mr.

Have the Oddfellows’ Money 

“I'm treasurer for the I. 0. 0. F.

“The Farmers Bank have our $1,600 
sick benefit and widews and orphans’ 
fund, 

“Why, they even took $125 from our 
football team, the ‘Rovers,’"’ and the 
public library fund of $70. 

“Here's my nephew. They got into 
that branch of the family too. How 
much were you stuck for, George?" 

George Swan, a young married man 
who keeps the livery, which in the 
country means really more of a car- 
tage agency, said he had scraped to- 
gether and banked $400 to help pay 
off a mortgage on his house and busi- 
ness.
